Interior Alaska 


Mr. and Mrs. William Warren 


and Miss Lucic Warren, who return- 
ed from n steamer trip to Alaska 
last week, report a very interesting 
trip. They took tho boat at Wil- 
mington 
on June 26th, reaching 


Kechikan, Alaska, July 4th. They 
went on to Seward by boat and from 
there took a trip of 470 miles into 
tho interior, to Fairbanks. 
' At Fairbanks, the principal town 
in the gold rush, they spent two 
days, with practically 24 hours of 
daylight, to each day. At this time 
of the year the sun is below the 
horizon only four hours, a yellowish 
tinge 'coloring the sky •'all night. 
Fairbanks since the mining days has 
declined to about 1500 inhabitants. 
There is a dredging system now be- 
ing installed which is expected to 
continue for 15 or 20 years, and will 
revive tho town to normalcy. 


It deemed very wonderful to the 


party the crops-that could be grown 
and matured in the interior of Alas- 
ka within three months, their frost- 
loss season. 
Tho weather becomes 


very hot at this period. Grain had 
grown in five weeks to six feet tall. 
Green vegetables could be found for 
salads, although tomatoes were 75 
cents per pound. 


After returning to Seward the 


tourists took another steamer to 
Juneau and again changed steamers 
for Skagway and Sitka, where they 
went by railroad over the White 
Pass to Lake Bennett, spots made 
famous in the gold rush of 1898. At

This testing laboratory has behind 


it the whole-hearted support of the 
entire g-a.s industry, for the need of 
it has long been felt. A fee is charg- 
ed every manufacturer submitting an 
appliance for test, and this fund, 
while not in itself sufficient to carry 
the entire expense of the project, 
lias proved of material assistance. 


A general committee was organized 


to supervise the drawing up of all 
construction and performance speci- 
fications which must be met by ap- 
pliances receiving the blue star seal, 
and under this 7iiain committee are 
several sub-committees which deal 
directly with particular branches of 
manufacture.

So this is Spain! Caramba, it is 


indeed, but don't for a moment 
think of it aa the dirty, sleepy 
Mexican pueblos like Juarez, Tia 
Junna, Jlexieali or Ensonada. Bather 
think of Barcelona and Madrid as 
two cities each aa large as Los An- 
geles and just as modern, and far 
richer in art. The men and women 
dressed aa well as the French in 
Paris or the Americans in Los Ange- 
les, and right up to the moment in 
styles. 
, We arrived in Barcelona, our first 
Spanish city, last Sunday, about 9 
hours after leaving Toulouse, France.- 
V7hen we stepped out of the lovely 
arcade of the railway station we

The Dam Situation— 


On. Monday of this week the county board of super- 


visors voted to return to the original plan for a 425-foot 
dam at the forks of the San Gabriel river, to impound 
240,000 acre feet of water. This action will necessitate 
the rejection, of all bids on the lower dam, which were 
advertised for and opened recently. It also turns down 
the report of the board of engineers appointed at the 
request of the Los Angeles chamber of commerce by the 
old board of supervisors. The dam situation is now back 
where it was a year ago and there will be a titanic strug- 
gle waged before-any contract is let for the final construc- 
tion. We are much more concerned about the building 
of the dam itself than in the height or the type, providing 
it is safe and adequate, and we deeply deplore the action 
of parties in Long Beach, Whittier and other lower valley 
cities in causing the whole matter to be thrown once more 
into a sea of uncertainty. 


The board of supervisors were practically compelled to 


take the position they did because the technical language 
on the bond ballot gave the obstructors a legal point of 
vantage. This was in the face of the fact that in almost 
every other instance of dam construction, under the ad- 
ministration of J. W. Reagan as flood-control engineer, 
there were changes made which were also contrary to 
law if the plan on which the bids were recently received 
was illegal. 


Right here at our own door a miscalculation in the con- 


struction of the Big Dalton clam has rendered $100.000 
worth of work worthless, while insecure preliminary work , 
on the Puddingstone reservoir caused considerable flood 
damage in this vicinity less than two years ago. Now the 
Reagan backers, through a legal technicality in the law, 
have apparently blocked the letting of the contract for 
immediate construction, and the responsibility for the pres- 
ent deplorable muddle is wholly theirs. 


If they had these objections, why did they not protest 


at the time that the engineers' report, which was concurred 
in by Mr. Reagan, was filed, and not wait until bids had 
been solicited and legitimate contractors had spent con- 
siderable time and money in; preparing-figures and .posting 
bonds? Valuable time—and time is a vital factor in this 
; 
matter—-Inag, been lost, and all to no purpose. 


'"". T'r;The enen^^s; of the San Gabriel daiii project in Pasadena 


and Los Angeles are congratulating themselves on this 
unlooked-for help from this valley and it is being freely 
. predicted that the dam will never be built. 
This is a ser- 


ious situation and one which will take the united efforts 
of the community leadership to untangle. It is folly to 
try to pass the matter over lightly by advising folks "not 
to worry." Nero fiddled while Rome burned, and history 
has been, known to repeat itself.—Baldwin Park Progress.

H. Hecke to that most important post. The governor 'is to 
be congratulated on. his wise selection and the groat fruit 
and farming interests of the state are to be doubly con- 
gratulated upon having this tireless worker again placed 
at the head of the state department of agriculture. 


While we haven't a word to say against any of the sev- 


eral candidates who ate being proposed for the position, 
tliere^ is no gainsaying the fact that Hecke's long connec- 
tion in the work, coupled with his practical farming ex- 


• pericnce, early training, and tireless energy constantly be- 
jng exerted to the utmost in behalf of every brancli of 
California agriculture, has so peculiarly fitted him for the 
position that it would be extremely hard for anyone to 
fill the post with anything like the same degree of'efficien- 
cy that has characterized the administration of the office 
during the years Hecke has filled it. 


The directorship of the department of agriculture lias 


come to be one of the most important positions, as far as 
agriculture is concerned, of any of our state offices and ag- 
riculture cannot afford to see it passed out to any but the 
best and most efficient man it is possible to employ. 


We will hail with joy the time when the position of 


director of agriculture is removed from polities and placed 
where ability and efficiency will be the chief requisites to

Invade Canyon 


of San Gabriel 


With (Niuiity Supervisor Sidney T. 


UravpM functioning part of the time 
at tin; throttle of the locomotive, 
the first official trip over the new 
eleven-mile railroad into the San Ga- 
briel canyon was made successfully 
Tuesday afternoon, under the direc- 
tion of Secretary Charles A. Hoffman 
of the Azusa chamber of commerce. 


Fifty men of the San Gabriel val- 


ley rode through the ardent sunshine, 
seated on picking boxes and the 
new railroad ties that had been ar-, 
ranged on two big flat cars, and the 
trip was anxiously supervised by 
Contractor E. H. Travers, whose 
business it is to complete this rail- 
road, including ballasting and maca- 
dam surfacing in .time for 'contract- 
ors to get into the canyon and start 
work on the San Gabriel dam. Sup- 
ervisor Graves declared that unless 
the various groups of citizens quit 
bringing injunctions against 
the 


building of the dain, the road con- 
tractor will have plenty of time, and 
some to spare, before his railroad' is 
needed. 


County Supervisor Fred T. Beaty 


enjoyed the trip with seeming dis- 
regard 
of any 
controversy 
that 


might be raging as to "high dams" 
and "low dams," and both: super- 
visors, who have become expert at 
dodging verbal brickbats that have 
been zooming .past their heads lately 
with, a frequency only equalled by 
the experiences of Krazy Kat, did 
not seem to mind the fact that a 
ten-ton rock .might decide any time 
to start down the newly-dut- moun- 
tainside and mess up the party.

of the trip as to the matter of what 
kind of a dam, if any, is to be erect- 
ed in this notorious gash in the 
Sierra Madre range. 


Contractor Travers demonstrated 


that this- railroad is working one 
hundred per cent perfect to that 
point about two and one-half miles 
from the forks damsite, where it is 
held up by the work on the bridge 
across Devil's Causeway, the only 
river crossing in the eleven miles 
from the junction with the steam 
lines in the valley to the place 
where the dam is to be (or may be) 
erected. The rails are new, and par- 
adoxically are covered with a film of 
rust, so that the train screeched 
around curves like the yammerings 
of lost souls who -may have, in some 
remote period of our history, been 
consigned to everlasting torment for 
the reason that they had success- 
fully blocked public improvements 
for which the righteous had yearned 
and fought for with their life's 
blood. 


The great stepl span is slowly mov- 


ing into place,'arid will^be dr6sso)3 
by trains in about a month. All of 
the ballasting of the roadway is ex- 
pected to be completed by that time. 
The surfacing of macadam will be 
flush with the rails of the road, mak- 
ing it a combination highway for 
gas-driven vehicles as well as a rail 
right of way. When work trains 
are moving up and down the canyon 
the road will be under a control 
system. 


Chief Flood Control Engineer E. C. 


Eaton, who was a member of the 
party, said that no doubt numerous

on the pnrt of resort owners in the 
canyon, owing to the demoralized 
condition of the automobile ro;nl, 
which lias been rele-gated largely to 
the bed of the* river sinee the laying 
of mils began. This condition will 
be rectified in about thirty days, the 
officials announced, when the auto 
road will again follow the lino over 
the rails of the new system. The 
railroad climbs to the 1700 elevation 
over a two per cent compensated 
{rrade, the compensation feature of 
the grade being explained as flatten- 
ed grade at all curves. These curves 
are described as from ton to twelve 
per cent, which is about the sharp- 
est curve that rails can be laid on. 
The sharpest curves on a commercial 
railroad are said to be twenty-four 
per cent, and very seldom laid to 
such a sharp curve, but speed in 
transit is not to be a feature of this 
road, it is explained, and the 'curves 
will not be dangerous for the pur- 
pose to which this railroad is to be 
put. 


The only refreshment furnished on 


the trip was that which has been 
sung in laudatory strains since some- 
body smote a rock in a weary land 
in Bible times, that of cool spring 
water gushing from a granite cre- 
vice in Pine canyon, about three 
miles below the damsite. The dam 
pilgrims detrained at this spring on 
their way back, and because of the 
good and steady work that the sun 
had been performing, the fifty men 
drank deep and long from long- 
handled dippers. 


"Doc" J. D. Eeed of Covina was 


one of the .party that sat on a pick- 
ing box in the center of one of the 
I. W. W. Pullmans, and thought long 
thoughts about the marvelous chang- 
es that had taken place in this can- 
yon since the misty days of the 
past when he was obliged to ride 
horseback, and even hike afoot up 
that great gash in the hills to reach 
some poor devil who had fallen a 
victim to the many ills and hurts 
that come to men who elect to live 
in the wilds. The party contained 
many men who have pioneered in 
the valley, and who have fought for 
flood control for years.
